Inter-Agency  Working  Group 
comprised  of  the  Executive  Office 
of  Environmental  Affairs,  the 
Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development,  the 
Department  of  Economic  Develop- 
ment, and  the  Executive  Office  of 
Transportation  and  Construction, 
and  draw  on  State  grants  $30,000 
per  community. 

The  purpose  is  to  focus  on

element.  The  plans  are  not  Master 
Plans  since  they  give  little  attention 
to  items  such  as  infrastructure, 
community  facilities,  and  overall 
goals  and  objectives.  Instead  they 
builds  on  recent  master  plan  work  to 
create  these  more  focused,  image- 
based,  action-oriented  Development 
Plans  in  the  four  key  areas.  They 
rely  heavily  on  geographic  informa- 
tion system  maps  of  natural 
resources,  development  constraints, 
and  land  suitable  for  Housing, 
Economic  Development,  Open 
Space/Resource  Protection,  or 
Transportation  Improvements.  The 


findings  are  pulled  together  in  ai 
Final  Conmiunity  Development  Plant 
and  map  reconciling  any  conflicting 
findings  and  showing  the  key  recom 
mendations. 

To  date  the  Council  has  completed 
and  delivered  the  Abington  CD 
Plan,  completed  the  Pembroke  CD' 
plan  which  awaits  printing,  drafted 
the  Whitman  Plan  except  for  the 
maps,  and  drafted  much  of  the  Avon 
Plan.  The  Council  is  also  adminis- 
tering the  funds  and  overseeing 
production  of  West  Bridgewater 
plan,  completed  by  consultant  Larry 
Koff  and  the  Hanson  Plan  being 
completed  by  consultant  Carol 
Thomas,  All  plans  are  due  by  the 
end  of  June.
